DORAN TO RESTRICT USE 
OF RIFLES BY DRY AGENTS 


Will Require Officers to Depend on 
Revolvers in Several Commu- 
nities; .No Reason Given.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 9.—Prohi- 
bition Commisioner Doran said to- 
day he was preparing to forbid the 
use of rifles by prohibition agents 
in several communities. No change 
is contemplated, however, in sparse- 
ly settled districts where rifles, he 
asserted, are necessary for protect- 
tion of the agents. 

The Commissioner said no gen- 
eral order would be issued but he 
would discuss the matter by corre- 
spondence with his administrators.

$8,000,000 Overcharge Not Settled. 

While this action, which is being 
accepted by the State Insurance 
Department, puts the reduction 
into effect on present and future 
business, and assures refunding of 
10 per cent overcharges made by 
the companies since Feb. 1,1928, it 
still leaves unsettled the liability 
of the companies for approximate- 


ly $8,000,000 or more in such over- 
charges made from 1922 to 1928. 
The companies, through their ac- 
tion today, are admitting their obli- 
gation to refund the overcharges 
made since Feb. 1, 1928, but not 
for excess premiums collected from 
Nov. 13, 1922, the date of the re- 
duction order, to Feb. 1, 1928. 
This is especially true of 114 of 
the companies which stipulated, at 
the beginning of the litigation, to 
make the refunds if the reduction 
order were sustained in the high- 
est courts, which has been done. A 
legal question exists which makes 
it doubtful that the other 
panies, which did not sign that 
stipulation, are liable for refunds 
back of 1928. 
Policy Holders May Have to Sup. 
The State Insurance Department 
estimates the companies have col- 
lected from $12,000,000 to $15,000,- 
000 in excess premiums from the 
approximately 1,000,000 policy 
holders in Missouri since 1922, as 
they continued to charge the old 


to. 


rates during the litigation. The 
refunds back to Feb. 1, 1928, un- 
der the action of the companies, 
would amount to nearly $4,000,000, 
according to the department. 

Unless the State takes action to 
force a final decision upon the full 
liability of the companies for re- 
funding the overcharges, these 
companies would be enabied to re- 
tain all, or a large sum from the 
overcharges made prior to Feb. 
1, 1928. 

Should the State carry this ques- 
tion to a final decision, and win, 
the way is still open, under the 
proposal of the companies, for them 
to retain a large part of the ex- 
cess charges prior to Feb. 1, 1928, 
as the individual policy holders 
would have to establish their 
claims, and probably in many in- 
stances have to resort to court ac- 
tion to collect them. 

Say Records Are Destroyed. 

The companies have declared 
they have destroyed their older 
records for the period of litigation, 
under a practice of keeping a rec- 
ord of premium payments for only 
about six months beyond the life 
of the one, three and five year pol- 
icies. This assertion was used as 
a lever in attempting to obtain a 
compromise with the State which 
would have relieved the companies 
of repaying about $8,000,000 of the 
excess charges. 

Gov. Caulfield rejected the com- 
promise proposal last Monday, de- 
claring the companies had violated 
their pledges and invoked the pro- 
vision of the agreement under 
which the original rate case was 
instituted, when it was to their in- 
terest, but had ignored their obli- 
gations under that contract. He 
said the State should carry the lit- 
igation to a final conclusion. 

This new move by the companies 
in effect would give them what 
they proposed in their compro- 
mise, by another method, unless 
steps are taken to force them to 
pay the overcharges prior to Feb. 
1, 1928, the same kind of over- 
charges they voluntarily are offer- 
ing to refund since Feb. 1, 1928. 

The compromise proposal was to 
put the rate reduction into effect 
immediately, and date the reduc- 
tion back to Jan. 1, 1927, with re- 
funds from that date, 

Governor Denounces Companies. 

In his statement rejecting the 
compromise proposal, Gov. Caul- 
field condemned the practice of the 
companies in destroying their pre- 
mium collection records, while the 
validity of those rates was in liti- 
gation, and urged that immediate 
steps be taken, through injunction 
proceedings, to stop :this practice. 

State Insurance Superintendent 
Joseph B. Thompson today said he 
had notified Floyd Jacobs and 
John T. Barker of Kansas City, 
special attorneys for the depart- 
ment in the rate litigation, to pre- 
pare petitions for injunction to 
prevent the companies from de- 
stroying these records. 

Unless the companies agree, or 
are ordered through court action, 
to refund all of the overcharges, 
they will be enabled to retain large 
sums through inability of many 
policyholders to produce records of 
their older claims, and to the small

“The Rock Island expects to 


abandon the present western en- 
trance,” he said, “and to use the 
Terminal belt line for all its trains, 
as it now uses that route for most 
of its freight trains. But this plan 
will require both the sanction of 
our board of directors and the ap- 
proval] of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. Because of the short 
time allowed under the ordinance. 
which Mayor Miller signed July 10. 
these requirements have not yet 
been met. 

Wabash Primarily Concerned. 

“TI conferred with the Mayor and 
President Kinsey of the Board of 
Public Service at the Mayor's office 
July 23, and Mr. Kinsey and En- 
gineer Bowen were here Aug. 1.

to the United States Supreme 
Court, which dismissed the ap- 
peais. 


The companies later filed in- 
junction suits in Federal District 
Court in Kansas City, to restrain 
enforcement of the reduction or- 
der, and attacked constitutionality 
of the law under which the order 
was issued. The Court denied in- 
junctions to the 114 companies 
which had signed the stipulation 
in the original case. Among other 
things the Court held in effect 
that these companies, by signing 
the stipulation, including the 
agreement that the rates should 
apply alike to all classes, had 
thereby waived the issue of when 
the rates became effective, Thomp- 
son said. 


As to these 114 companies,

GETS 8 YEARS FOR 
FRAUD IN BANKING 


Sentenced for Misuse of 
Mails on Accepting Full 
Blame for Failure of New 
York Depository. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 9.—James 
Rae Clarke, senior partner in 
Clarke brothers’ defunct private 
bank, was today sentenced to eight 
years in the Federal prison in At- 
lanta on his plea of guilty to a 
Federal indictment charging use of 
the mails to defraud. 

Sentence was imposed by Federal 
Judge Harry B. Anderson and 
General Sessions Judge Cornelius 
F. Collins of the State courts, sit- 
ting jointly. 

A crowd of angry depositors, led 
by a mindle-aged woman, who 
screamed “You took my money!” 
chased Hudson Clarke Jr., one of 
the younger partners through the 
corridors of the Federal building 
today and forced him to seek 
refuge in a’ corner of the post of- 
fice money order department. 

While this was happening 30 
more depositors, attending a public 
hearing before a referee, shook 
their fists and muttered impreca- 
tions at James Rae Clarke. 

As Hudson Clarke entered the 
building and started up the stairs 
to the Federal Court an elderly 
woman recognized him and 
screamed and then the chase by 
fully 600 persons began. Clarke 
ran up to the second floor, and 
into the money order department 
of the Posoffice, his face pale, he 
waited there, while the depositors 
continued to shout at him, until he 
was rescued by Postoffice inspec- 
tors. 

At the hearing James Rae Clarke 
aroused the wrath of the deposi- 
tors when he admitted having 
given a $2900 bracelet and be- 
tween $6000 and $7000 worth of 
jewels to a woman friend, whose 
name he offered to disclose to the 
lawyers but not for the public rec- 
ord. 

Philip Clarke and John F. 
Bouker, the other two members of 
the firm, pleaded guilty this after- 
noon before the Federal and State 
Judges to criminal indictments in 
both courts.

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Baron on Solo World 


Flivver Plane 


21-Year-Old German Nobleman Expected to 
Land in St. Louis in 10 Days 
From Texas 


A 21-year-old member of the old 
German nobility, who is nearing 
the end of a solo round-the 
world flight in a flivver airplane, 
is expected to land in St. Louis for 
a brief visit in about 10 days. He 
is Friedrich Karl, Baron von Koe- 
nig-Warthausen. 

Hig trip began at Berlin a year 
ago and, proceeding at a leisurely 
pace, has brought him as far as El 
Paso, Tex., on a west-to-east cir- 
cuit. He has flown the whole dis- 
tance except for the Pacific Ocean 
and he will not attempt to fly over 
the Atlantic. While details ef his 
trip are not known here, it is es- 
timated that he has traveled more 
than 10,000 miles in his 20-horse- 
power German craft, a Klemm- 
Daimler, named the Huenefeld aft- 
er his friend, the late Baron von 
Huerefeld of the trans-Atlantic 
plane Bremen. The Huenefeld 
bears the identification mark D- 
1433. 

Baron von Koenig-Warthausen 
started last August to compete for 
a trophy offered by President von 
Hindenburg of Germany for the 
longest sustained flight from Berlin 
of an airplane of the flivver type. 
Fee won the prize by an 1100-mile 
flight to Moscow, without contem- 
plating a trip around the world. 
This is said to have set a world 
record for small airplanes. 

Trip Made Unnoticed. 

Since he decided to continue 
around the globe the baron has 
been in out-of-the-way corners of 
the world a great deal of the time 
and consequently his unusual trip 
has escaped general public atten- 
tion. Newspaper files here show 
no record of his journey prior to 
an injury he suffered in an auto- 
mobile accident at El Paso last 
month. 

His tour in some respects is an 
outstanding achievement of avia- 
tion, because of the route, the 
small size of the plane and the soli- 
tude of the pilot. 
States Army round-the-world fly- 
ers several years ago had powerful 
machines, but the Huenefeld has a 
motor rated below that of the 
cheapest American automobile. 
Other flivver planes, of course, 
have made long flights. 

From the Moscow the baron flew 
across Russia to Persia, thence

over British India and Hindustan 
to Singapore and Batavia, in the 
East Indies. He took a steamer 
from Batavia to Kobe, Japan, ship- 
ping his little plane along. From 
Kobe he flew to Tokio. On May 
25, less than 10 months after he 
left home, he bohkrded a steamer 
again for San Francisco, where he 
arrived in June.

OF PEGGY, SUED AGAIN 


Second Wife Charges Cruelty, 
Says Beating Put Her in 
Hospital a Month. ~

CHICAGO, Aug. 9.—James Stan- 
ley Joyce, the third of Peggy Hop- 
kins Joyce's millionaire husbands, 
wag sued for divorce yesterday by, 
his second wife, the former Mrs. 
R. N. Vail of New York. As in his 
first divorce, the bill charges 
cruelty. 

Joyce and his second wife were 
married Nov, 20, 1926, five years 
after his marriage to the former 
Peggy Joyce had been dissolved. 
The first marriage lasted a little 
over a year. 

The second Mrs. Joyce charges 
that Joyce’s cruelty began when 
they were on their honeymoon in 
Nice, France. Joyce struck her 
then, she charges, and a few 
months later in Paris he kicked her 
on the ankles and struck her on 
the back while they were eating in 
a cafe. 

Other cruelties listed in the bill 
included: Throwing drinks in her 
face, throwing her across a dance 
floor and spanking her with wood- 
en sandals at parties at Miami, 
Fla,; lighting a match to her lips, 
burning them and leaving a per- 
manent scar; throwing food in her 
face at a restaurant in Louisville. 

The climax came, Mrs. Joyce al- 
leged, at their Chicago apartment 
when Joyce struck, choked “and 
beat her so that she was forced to 
spend a month in the hospital. Her 
bill states that Joyce was usually 
drunk when he was cruel to her. 

Mrs. Joyce says that she was 
supported in luxurious style until 
their separation last May.

SETS ENDURANCE MARK 


Freight Engine Has Run 6082 
Miles Without Overhauling 
—7350 Is Goal. 


With a new locomotive endur- 
ance record safely marked up for 
rival railroads to shoot at, the 
Frisco Line’ engine No. 4113 to- 
day is on its way to Birmingham 
aiming for a record of 7350 miles 
of continuous service without being 
shopped. 

Since July 19 the 500,000-pound 
Mikado coal burner has had a fire 
roaring under her boiler, hauling 
fast freight between the two cities 
onaregularrun. At 6 a.m. today 
it had been in continuous service 
for 495 hours without mechanical 
adjustment and had traveled 6082 
miles. The former endurance rec- 
ord, 3500 miles, has been held by 
the Great Northern Railroad. 

No, 4113, one of 65 of its type 
acquired by the Frisco in 1923, has 
been nicknamed ‘‘Forsythe’s Rob- 
in,” for D, L. Forsythe, general 
road foreman of equipment, who 
has been living and sleeping with 
the locomotive for three weeks. 
Forsythe sleeps and prepares his 
own meals in a caboose behind the 
locomotive, supervises the regular 
crews that operate it, and keeps a 
detailed record of its performance. 

Frisco officers insist that the 
performance is not a “stunt,” but a 
serious investigation to determine 
the endurance of a _ locomotive. 
Usually locomotives are sent to the 
shop every 125 miles, fires are ex- 
tinguished and flues and boilers 
cleaned. Economies-could be ef- 
fected, it is pointed out, if this 
point were extended without dam- 
age to the equipment. 

No. 4113's performance has 
aroused considerable interest 
among railroad executives through- 
out the country and numerous re- 
quests for information have been 
received at the Frisco offices here. 
Forsythe, a veteran engineer of 41 
years’ experince, intends to pre- 
pare a detailed technical report of 
his findings when the locomotive 
is shopped in Kansas City next 
week at the end of its fifth round 
trip. 

A sixth trip to Birmingham is 
not contemplated because a Fed- 
eral law prohibits the use of a 
locomotive more than 30 days 
without shop inspection. 


ARSON CHARGED IN BURNING 
OF MINER'S BOWERY THEATER 


Owners Arrested When Tapers and 
Oil-Soaked Paper Are Found 
in Building: 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 9.—Four men 
and a boy were arrested last night 
as the result of Fire Chief Marshal 
Brophy’s investigation of the fire 
which early yesterday wrecked 
Miner’s Bowery Theater, the cradle 
of burlesque, and menaced tene- 
ments in the rear of the structure. 

The prisoners are Anthony Fer- 
rerari, 61 years old; Frank Fer- 
ranti, 47, owners of the theater 
and adjoining loft building: Joseph 
Sevedio, superintendent of the 
buildings; Leon Ferranti 15, son 
of Ferranti, and James Matricardi, 
night watchman of the buildings. 

Ferrerari, Ferrant, and Sevedio 
were charged with arson. The 
others were held as material wit- 
nesses. The blaze partly destroyed 
the theater and the upper floor of 
the loft building. 

Brophy said the arrests were 
based on discovery of 3000 or more 
wax tapers strung across tre upper 
floors of the loft building and that 
gasoline and oil-soaked newspapers 
had been stuffed in holes in the 
wooden stairways of the loft build- 
ing.

tiary, nearer the center of the city. 
No official reason for the trans- 
fer was announced, but it was re- 
ported that threats against Capone 
by other prisoners caused the coun- 
ty prison authorities to have him 
removed to “Cherry Hill,” as the 
penitentiary is locally known.

HADDOK UELY TO

Former School Superintendent 
Willing to Remain in 
St. Louis System. 


John J. Maddox, who was dis- 
missed by the Board of Education 
a month ago as Superintendent of 
Instruction, has indicated to his 
successor, <Acting Superintendent 
Gerling, that he will accept a sub- 
ordinate position in the public 
school system. This, it is under- 
stood, will have the approval of 
members of the board, who would 
confirm the appointment, 

It had been anticipated that 
some position under Gerling would 
be offered to Maddox, and that he 
would take it. He showed his wil- 
lingness to do so at a conference 


several days ago with Gerling, who 
had been an assistant under Mad- 
dox.

Admiral Taylor, Then Ensign, 
Found Gunners Picking Up 
Bullets for Souvenirs. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 9%.—The 
recommendation that Admiral 
Dewey's flagship Olympia be re- 
tired and dispdsed of today brought 
to Real Admiral Montgomery M. 
Taylor, one of the few men re- 
maining in the service who were 
aboard the ship at Manila Bay, 
memories of the days in which he 
paced the Olympia’s deck as an en- 
sign, 

It was on that deck, where later 
the body of America’s unknown 
soldier was to rest on its way home 
from France, that Admiral Dewey 
turned to Capt. Gridley and said, 
“You may fire when you are ready, 
Gridley.” 

But Admiral Taylor had other 
memories. He recalled that after 
the battle every boat from home 
brought Admiral Dewey fresh pres- 
ents from his admirers. His boot- 
maker sent him 12 pairs of shoes. 
Somebody dispatched a barrel of 
hams. Another chose to send him a 
broom. 

They received no decorations in 
those days, but each member of 
the crew drew prize money. En- 
sign Taylor’s share amounted to he- 
tween $300 and $400. They re- 
turned home eventually by way or 
European ports and the Admirar 
smiled as he related that not a 
| penny of his prize money reachea 
America. 

The battle itself apparently dia 
not impress the young Ensign so 
greatly. He recalled seeing heavy 
shells land 300 yards from the 
ship, but none nearer. He remem- 
bered, too, going to investigate a 
group of gunners who had crawled 
out of a turret through a port ana 
were gathered on a narrow gallery. 
He found them picking up for sou- 
venirs bits of gamall Spanish pro- 
jectiles which were smashing on 
the turret armor. 

But it was when the Olympla re- 
turned to this country and tied up 
at Staten Island that Ensign Taylor 
was busy. A mob. stormed the 
ship. He was assigned to keep or- 
der on deck and found himself des- 
perately engaged in keeping visi- 


| tors from falling through skylights, 


A large man approached him and 
said: 

“T guess I’m a better. man for 
this job than you are.” 

“And who are you?” 
Taylor. 

“Y am Jim Jeffries,” was the re- 
ply. 

Jeffries did not get the job.

LOSS IN MILLIONS 


From One to 12 Conflagra- 
tions Raging in Nearly, 
Every National Preserve 
in Region. r 

RAINIER PARK BLAZE . 
IS OUT OF CONTROL 


Situation Laid in Part to 
Lightning and Campers— 
Seattle Man Killed While 
Fighting Flames. 


By the Associated Presa. 

SPOKANE, Wash., Aug. 9.—For- 
est fires continued to spread 
throughout the Northwest today. 
The fires thus far have taken one 
life and caused damage estimated 
jn the millions of dollars. Frank 
Franz of Seattle was fatally in- 
jured while fighting a fire near 
Chanapecosh Hot Springs, Wash., 
when he was crushed by a large 
boulder, 

With new fires breaking oscut 
sporadically in Montana, Idaho, 
Washington, Oregon and Manitoba, 
Canada, a murky haze bilanketing 
the entire area made the work of 
combatting them difficult and 
early discovery of other -fires im- 
possible. The fires were burning 
over widely scattered areas, but 
most of them covered less than 
1000 acres each. An accurate 
count of the blazes was impossi- 
ble, but in nearly every national 
forest of the region from one te 
12 fires were raging. 

The forest service at Missoula, 
Mont., reported that the situation 
in that area was greatly improved, 
but several major blazes were still 
beyond control Most of the fires 
in Eastern Washington had been 
extinguished, but in the western 
part of the State the Ranier Park 
fire, covering 900 acres, was out 
of control. Additional fighters 
were sent to help the 200 men al- 


lready on the ground. Nearly «a. 


thousand men were fighting - 36 
other blazes in the State, eight of 
which were uncontrolled, 

Three old fires broke out of con- 
trol In the Selway and Clearwater 
forests of Idaho and several new 
ones were discovered. The situa- 
tion in Oregon, which had. been 
serious for three days, was im- 
proved with the Chase Mountain 
fire in Klamath County and several 
smaller fires under control. The 
old Salmon Mountain blaze ‘tn: 
Southeast Idaho had been sub- 
dued, but large crews were still in 
action against it. 

The Rennie district fire fm 
Southern Manitoba claimed all 
available men and planes in the 
district, and was menacing val- 
uable stands of timber. Raing in 
Alberta had conquered most of 
the majorefires there, but a few 
were still burning. 

Lack of rain, frequent lightning, 
low humidity and careless camp- 
ers are making this one of the 
most disastrous seasons for many 
years, forest officials said.

RECORD ATENOANG 
AT RETAIL CONVENTION 


2000 Dealers Register, Many 
Others in City—Whole- 
sale Houses Busy. 


The twelfth semiannual convea- 
tion of the American Retailers’ As- 
sociation being held this week at 
Hote] Jefferson has set a new at- 
tendance record, about 2000 mer- 
chants representing virtually every 
state in the Union having regis- 
tered up to last night, according 
to Scott R. de Kins, secretary- 
treasurer. The previous record was 
made last August, when about 1525 
delegates were registered. 

This record registration, inciden- 
tally, is regarded as assuring 
wholesale houses on Washington 
avenue their best fall season in 
many years. Additional out-of- 
town merchants not registered at 
the convention are thronging into 
wholesale establishments to do 
their fall buying. According to 
Michael Levy, chairman of the re- 
tailers’ Convention Committee, 
about 4000 merchants are in the 
city this week. Many wholesale 
houses remained open after mid- 
night last night to welcome the 
visitors. 

An unanticipated attendance of 
2000 delegates at last night’s semi- 
annual banquet caused last minute 
preparation of additional accom- 
modations. Following the dinner 
most of the merchants went to the 
Municipal Opera in special busses. 
The performance was interrupted 
by rain and the management an- 
nounced that seat stubs would be 


good at any presentation through 


next week. Many of the delegates, 
however, left the city last night 


and today.

SAYS ILLINOIS HAS TWICE 


AS MANY BANKS AS IT NEEDS 


Sub-Committee De- 
clares Earnings Are Barely Over

CHICAGO, Aug. 9.—The state- 


ment that Illinois has about twice 
as Many banks as it should have 
was made to the bank management 
committee of the 
Bankers’ Association yesterday by 
a subcommittee headed by J. lL. 
Jones.

“The public must be impressed 


that this situation is a detriment 
to its own interests,” Jones said. 
“We are counteracting the over- 
building of banks by encouraging 
mergers wherever it is possible, 
but we want the public’s help by 
its insistence that new banks be 
not opened to take the place of 
banks that have merged, except 
where it is economically sound to 
do so.” 


A study showed, the committee 


was told, that bank earnings on in- 
vested capital in Illinois were only 
slightly over 4 per cent in 1928, 
an evidence, it was maintained, of 
over-banking.

VACATED BY JOYNSON-HICKS 


Their Candidate Defeats Laborite 


at Twickenham, but by Only 
500 Votes. 
LONDON, Aug. 9.—The Con-

London Magistrate Forbids Dis- 
play of Pictures Seized 
as Obscene.

LONDON, Aus. 9.—At the hear- 
ing in Marlborough Street police 


against the local exhibitors of 
paintings by D. H. Lawrence, well- 
known English author, the magis- 
trate agreed to adjourn the sum- 
mons sine die on the promise of 
the defendants that neither the 
pictures nor reproductions of them 
shall be exhibited in the future; 
that those pictures bought during 
the exhibition shall be returned 
to the purchasers and the others 
to Lawrence. 

Four books containing reproduc- 
tions of the paintings and explana- 
tory notes by Lawrence the Magis- 
trate ordered destroyed on grounds 
of obscenity. 

Lawrence was not a party to the 
summons as he is clagsed as an 
Englishman living permanently 
abroad and ig at present in Ger- 
many. The pictures had been on 
exhibition for some time before 
the gallery where they were being 
shown was raided by the police on 
July 5, when 13 of the 25 paint- 
ings and four books were taken 
away and the summons issued 
against the exhibitors. 

The paintings are mostly nudes 
and are unusual in anatomical: de- 
tail and pose. The public prose- 
cutor alleged that the paintings are 
“gross, hideous, cOarse and unlove- 
ly from either the aesthetic or the 
artistic viewpoint.” He asked for 
the destruction of 13 on the ground 
of obscenity. 

The magistrate refused to con- 
sider the argument of the lawyer 
for the defense that the pictures 
were serious works of art on the 
ground that that had nothing to 
dow with the question of their ob- 
scenity. Nor would he adjourn the 
hearing so that the defense could 
call a number of prominent artists 
on that point, including Sir Wil- 
liam Orpen, Augustus John and 
Glyn Philpot. 

The defense lawyer character- 
ized the proceedings as the estab- 
lishment of quiet a new form of 
censorship, adding that he had not 
been able to find any case in which 
serious paintings had been brougnt 
into police court and a magistrate 
asked to decide whether or not 
they were decent. 

“We have had to wait,” he de- 
clared, “for the year 1929 for a 
so-called advanced Government to 
be in power before that form of 
censorship is set up in this country. 
It is of vital importance to paint- 
ers. When painting pictures in the 
future they’ll have to think not 
only of the picture itself, but also 
of whether a policeman will ap- 
prove of it and whether a magis- 
trate will think it decent.” 


USE OF FLORIDA JAIL TO HANG 
FEDERAL PRISONER BARRED 


Horace Alderman, Killer of Three 
Dry Agents, Sentenced to 
Die Aug. 17. 
By the Associated Press. 

MIAMI, Fla., Aug. 9.—Denied 
use of either the roof of Broward 
County Jail or the courtyard, Fed- 
eral authorities today were without 
a place to erect a scaffold and gal- 
lows for the hanging of Horace 
Alderman, convicted slayer of three 
Government dry agents in a sta 
fight off Phe Florida coast in 1927. 

Under an order of Federal Judge 
Halstead L. Ritter, Alderman must 
hang Aug. i7 on the roof of the 
couny jail. County officials, how- 
ever, have demurred on the ground 
that the roof of the jail is bonded 
by a roofing company and that use 
of it in this manner would cause 
the bond to be voided. The Gov- 
ernment, as second choice asked if 
a scaffold and gallows could be 
erected in the courthouse yard, 
and this request was turned down. 

Meanwhile, two County Commis- 
sioners have interposed objections 
to the hanging on county property 
when two Government reservations. 
one the Coast Guard base and an- 
other an Indian reservation are 
nearby.

‘Officers Invited to Feast When 
Bill Cogburn, Head of Hill 
Clan, Surrenders.

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Aug. 9.— 
There was rejoicing, feasting and 
a general celebration between 
members of the Cogburn moun- 
taineer clan of liquor law violators 
and Federal and State officers at 
the home seat of the clan in 
Greasy Cove, 18 miles northwest 
of Mount Ida, Montgomery County, 
Tuesday, the event resulting from 
the surrender of Bill Cogburn Sr., 
head of the well-known family, to 


answer a multiplicity of liquor and 
intimidation charges. 
Only Corn Whisky Missing. 

The hilk dwellers gathered at 
the homes of two of the Cogburns, 
with the Federal and State officers 
as their invited guests, to partake 
of a repast of choice cuts of beef, 
pork, chicken, wild. game, fruits. 
cakes and dairy products pre- 
pared in rural style. The only 
part of the regular menu, corn 
whisky, was missing. 

Cogburn, 48 years old, and the 
recognized chieftain of. the hill 
folks in their liquor operations, is 
the father of 11 children. He has 
been sought by Deputy United 
States Marshal W. F. Freeman 
of Little Rock and Deputy Sheriff 
Will Lowe of Garland County since 
June 26 on a charge of intimidat- 
ing a Government witness who had 
testified against him in a liquor 
case, as well as furnishing damag- 
ing evidence against two of Cog- 
burn’s sons on liquor charges. Fol- 
lowing his surrender and the feast, 
Cogburn was held to the Federal 
grand jury by United States Com- 
missioner Roy Ermey on charges 
of manufacturing liquor and intim- 
idating a witness. 

Others of Family on Bond. 

Cogburn’s wife, Lula, ‘already 
had made bond and was allowed 
to return to her’ home and chil- 
dren, the youngest of which is 10 
months old. She is charged with 
manufacturing and possessing _ li- 
quor and operating and possessing 
a distilling outfit in the woods 
near the family home. 

Two sons, Melvin and William 
Jr., are in jail in Little Rock on 
similar charges, and the 16-year- 
old wife of William Jr. has given 
bond on a charge of contempt of 
court in connection with trials of 
members of her family for liquor 
operations. 

Cogburn said the still which 
started all the trouble was “only a 
small one,” producing only about 
10 gallons a week, all of which 
was given away or consumed by 
the family. 

While dodging the officers the 
past five weeks Cogburn said he 
lived by hunting and fishing and 
Slept part of the time in a cave. 
The officers made five trips to the 

| Greasy Cove section before they 
| arrested him. And then he volun- 
| tarily surrendered, as he was want- 
ing to see o‘the wife and kids.” 


Regular Business at Court. 


Some member of the Cogburn 
family has been arraigned at each 
term of Federal] Court here for the 
past eight years on liquor law vio- 
lation charges. “Fooling with ‘- 
quor” has come to be part of their 
farming and timber-cutting opera- 
tions for a livelihood. 

Officers said there are no less 
than two-score adults of Cogburns 
living in the Greasy Cove neigh- 
borhood. Liquor-making and sell- 
ing is all the law has ever held 
against them.

CANADA SEEKING AWAY 
TO HELP KEEP U. 5. DRY 


Premier Confirms Reports of 
Additional Co-Operation 
Against Liquor Smuggling 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

OTTAWA, Ont., Aug. 9%.—Pre- 
mier W. L. MacKenzie King yester- 
day confirmed reports that the Do- 
minion Government is considering 
ways and means to co-operate with 
the United States in stopping 
liquor-running. 

MacKenzie King’s statement co- 
incided with the release of figures 
showing the effectiveness of the De- 
troit River dry blockade. 

The Premier said, at the conclu- 
sion of the Cabinet meeting, at 
which the smuggling situation was 
discussed: “Since the United 
States officials have become more 
active themselves in preventing 
liquor-smuggling, it seems appro- 
priate that further measures of 
co-operation should be considered 
by the Canadian Government. 

Canadian figures show that 
liquor exports from Windsor to the 
United States have shown a sharp 
decrease. Exports of whisky 
dropped from 54,722 gallons in 
May to 37,317 gallons in June, and 
beer exports fell of 40,000 gallons 
since May. 

Deputy Inspector Aifred Cuddy 
of the Ontario provincial police 
doubts the report of United States 
undercover agents that short-cir- 
cuiting of liquor and beer is a 
flourishing business in Western 
Ontario.

be considered. 

No Settlement Expected. 

Observers of the two months’ 
fight between Equity and the pro- 
ducers were Of divided opinion as 
to whether there would be an early 
settlement. Some took the atti- 
tude that the Equity meeting to- 
morrow would end the trouble, 
while others insisted that the lack 
of a statement after the last con- 
ference of the committees Wednes- 
day indicated no settlement had 
been reached. 

The producers agreed to confer 
with Equity in the matter only 
after receiving a letter from six 
representative actors and actresses, 
members of Equity, asking that an 
att®mpt be made to reach a com- 
promise. Frior to that time the 
heads of the industry had refused 
to recognize demands of the asso- 
clation. 

Equity has suspended 26 actors 
for signing contracts with produc- 
ers which the union organization 
considers objectionable.

China, 

Tariff autonomy already has 
been achieved. Negotiations have 
been proceeding ever since the es- 
tablishment of the Nanking regime 
for the abrogation of “unequal” 
treaties which grant foreign na- 
tions special privileges in China. 

Late last month Foreign Minister 
C. T. Wang of the Nanking Govern- 
ment announced great Britain had 
made ai significant movement 
toward abolition of extraterritori- 
ality privileges by announcing that 
British subjects in the former Brit- 
ish concession at Kiukiang would 
pay taxes according to Chinese law.

Total of 73 in Last Six Months One 

More Than in Like Period

St. Louis, with 73 automobile 
fatalities for the first six months 
of this year, shows a gain of only 
One over the same period in 1928. 
according to a survey just received 
by the St. Louis Safety Council 
from the National Council. This 
city ranked fifth in the number of 
automobile accident deaths in the 
100,000 of population among 14 
cities of more than 500,000 popu 
lation during the first half of 1929 
Its death rate in automobile acci- 
dents is 16.8 per cent. The lowest 
is that of Boston, 13.4 per cent.

United States in the first half of 
this year. The daily average of 
motor vehicle fatalities was 80 for 
June, the highest in a single month 
this year and 16 per cent higher 
than June, 1928.

CHICAGO, Aug. 9.—My Dandy, 
an Illinois-owned horse, which nev- 
er won anything more than a 
sprinting event, chalked up a4 sur- 
prising victory in winning’ the 
third renewal of the rich Haw- 


thorne Handicap, before a crowd 
of 25,000 yelling turf fans yester- 
day. 

My Dandy, the sprinter which 
wouldn’t quit, owned by the Reich- 
ert brothers of Belleville, Ill., won 
by half a length from Kar! BLitel, 
with Easter Stockings third. The 
race, at a mile and a sixteenth, was 
run in 1:441-5 over a fast track, 
Fifteen of the 22 horses entered 
started. 

Considered strictly @ sprinter, 
yuther than a distance rufner, My 
Dandy was overlooked in the bet- 
ting. He rewarded his $2 mutuel 
backers with $28.10 to win, $12.96 
to place and $9.08 to show. The 
place price of Karl Hitel was $6.54 
and $4.18 to show. The show price 
on HWaster Stockings was $10.72. 

My Dandy, by his victory, won 
$28,600 for his owners. The race 
had a@ gross value of $36,550. Karl 
Bitel drew down $4000 as second 
money, with $000 going to Easter 
Stockings and $1000 to Dowagiac, 
which finished fourth. 

After a 14-minute delay at the 
post, My Dandy was away like a 
flash from his rail position, with 
Karl WFitel in second place and 
Dowagiac in third. Lady Broadcast 
was laying back in fourth position. 
They raced in this order up to the 
back stretch and the two leading 
horses continued in that order to 
the finish, with Easter Stockings 

coming up with a rush to take third 
money from Dowagiac. 

Karl Hitel, owned by Alderman 
John J. “Bathhouse”’ Coughlin, of 
Chicago, made his first start since 
winning the $25,000 Fairmount 
Derby last spring. This sterling 
3-year-old made a game challenge 
in the stretch, but My Dandy was 
showing so much speed and refus- 
ing to quit under Jockey Charles 
BE. Allen’s energetic ride that Karl 
Witel could not overtake the flying 
leader. 

Misstep, the favorite, burdened 
with 129 pounds, ran a disappoint- 
ing race, finishing seventh. During 
the delay at the post, Misstep was 
kicked four times by Dowagiac, 
and this misfortune virtually 
ruined his chances of victory. Lady 
Broadcaet, the great filly, which 
won the champion stakes at Devon- 
shire, Canada, last week, also ran 
a disappointing race, finishing 
ninth.

BUDAPEST, Aug. 9.—On the 
site of the ancient Roman city of 
Acquincum now known as Tabor 
Hill, half an hour distant from 


Budapest, a2 mummy has been 
found which is thought to date 
from the second century A. D. 

The tomb is lined With stone 
slabs on which are illustrated epi- 
sodes of animal life which are 
thought to have formed the ceiling 
of the sanctuary. The mummy, 
supposed to be that of the wife of 
a rich merchant, suffered consider- 
able damage after it was exposed 
to the air. The embalming is so 
perfect that experts attribute it to 
an Egyptian who had been sum- 
moned from Alexandria for this 
purpose. 

In the stone coffin were a pair 
of rubber sandals, elaborate jewels, 
food vessels, a vanity bag contain- 
ing various beauty ointments, a 
carved silver comb, bronze hair- 
pins, an oil lamp and some coins 
of bronze. 

Acquincum was in the days of 
the Roman Empire a vast ceme- 
tery. It is intended to continue the 
excavations.

HEAVY FIRING REPORTED

HAT the prohibition force, largely as the 
T result of political influence, was for sev- 

eral years filled with unfit men, is proved 
by official records. Those records disclose that 
in the six years from 1920 to 1926 mbre 
than 750 prohibition agents were dismissed 
from the force for delinquency or miscon- 
duct. 

Among the charges which brought dismis- 
sal were extortion, bribery, solicitation of 
money, illegal disposition of liquor, or other 
property, intoxication, assault, the making of 
false reports and theft. Sixty-one were dis- 
missed for acts of collusion or conspiracy to 
violate the very law they had sworn to en- 
force! 

But I know, from actual contact with mem- 
bers of the prohibition force, that there has 
been a real improvement, much of it due to 
the fact that qualification under civil serv- 
ice rules and regulations has been required 
since 1927. 

Long before that—in fact, in 1922—I urged 
the establishment of a “school” to train 
agents, not only for the protection of law- 
abiding citizens, but for the assistance of the 
Department of Justice in prosecuting cases on 
evidence gathered by the Prohibition Unit. 
The plan provided for bringing all agents 
'under at least three month’s systematic and 


intensive tutoring by experienced investiga- 
tors and lawyers who had tried cases in 
court. The details were all worked out in- 
cluding the selection of qualified men al- 
ready in government service who could give 
the training without waiting for an elaborate 
setup and appropriations. 

| I made such a proposal because it was 
plain even in those early days that prohibi- 
tion ultimately would be either respected or 
derided, depending on whether the cases 
were successfully prosecuted, and whether 
the methods of gathering evidence were le 
gal or so oppressive so as to provoke the 


rant, and under what circumstances an agent 
is justified in shooting. There are, of course, 
many other subjects on which instructions 
should be given before a prohibition agent 
is allowed to exercise authority. 

I worked hopefully with the training-school 
plan for months, but eventually it died in 
the mire of inter-departmental differences of 
opinion, division of authority and responsibil- 
ity, and political interference with policies. 
The net results were just newspaper head- 
lines that all prohibition directors would call 
in agents and give them four days training! 

In the last year some steps have been 
taken to train special agents who work un- 
der the Assistant Prohibition Administrator 
Oftedai, but that has not been extended to 
enough of the force to say yet that agents 
receive any real training such as is given 
in other investigation services like the Spe- 
cial Intelligence unit of the Treasury, In- 
spectors of the Post Office Department, and 
Bureau of Investigation men of the Depart- 
ment of Justice. 

To place on the rank and file of prohibi- 
tion agents all the blame for past and pres- 
ent unsatisfactory conditions would be wrong, 
The responsibility must be placed where it 
belongs—higher up. 


Among the “Higher-Ups.”’ 

It will take many a day for law enforce- 
ment to recover from the setback it suffered 
from Gen. Lincoln Andrews. I recognize that 
many people believe Gen. Andrews to have 
been a martyr to the prohibition cause. He 
multiplied publicity; he created a_ public 
psychology in his own favor; but shortly aft- 
er his appointment as “Generalissimo of Pro- 
hibition,” as he styled himself, he began to 
put in office men who were: temperamentally 
and in every other way unfitted for the task 
to which he assigned them. 

Two of his most notorious appointments 
were Rosco Harper, later tried for conspiracy 
to issue illegal alcohol permits at Buffalo, 
and Frank Hale. To the latter Gen. Andrews 


ment executive, he was sartorial perfection! 
He spent much time in assembling material 
which he carried out of office with him and 
which has been used in preparing articles 
of a profitable nature that have had wide 
circulation. But much of the information 
furnished by Major Green’s investigators was 
of the stuff of fairy tales. And though, as I 
have pointed out, Major Green had no ade. 
quate past training or experience qualifying 
him to make generalizations’on the way to 
succeed in assembling evidence to enforce 
prohibition, his repeated infempences that “‘it 
can’t be enforced” have carried weight sim- 
ply because he held so high an official po- 
sition. 

The psychological damage he has done this 
country by constantly presenting a distorted 
and unreliable picture of the whole enforce- 
ment problem is a big factor in present pub- 
lic pessimism on the subject of prohibition. 

Another utterly demoralizing appointment 
of Gen. Andrews was another military man 
named Green. This one was Colonel Ned M. 
Green who served as prohibition director in 
San Francisco. He was an old army friend 
of Gen. Andrews, and publicly boasted of be- 
ing a “‘sport” and a hard drinker. That 
was his outstanding qualification for so im- 
portant a post. Of course he degraded the 
office. He was indictea and tried on the 
charge of unlawful diversion of government 
property which came initio the possession of 
agents working under him, A jury acquitted 
him. After his acquittal, Gen. Andrews recom- 
mended that Colonel Green be _ reinstated, 
given back pay, and that the Government 
pay his expenses for a trip to Washington! 

But David H. Blair, then Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue, saved the government hon- 
or by stopping such a proceeding.

SOLDIER SETTLEMENT PLAN 
BiG LOSS TO AUSTRALIA 


Commonwealth and State Govern- 
ments to Share $117,000,000 
Deficiency. 
By the Associated Press. 

SYDNEY, Australia, Aug. 
Losses On Australia’s soldier settle- 
ment scheme after the World War. 
which are estimated at $117,000.- 
000, will be shared equally by the 
commonwealth and the state gov- 
ernments, under the report of Jus- 
tice Pike, which Premier Stanley 
Bruce has accepted. 

The losses are largely made up 
of the sum required for purchase 
of land but are also due to the un- 
suitability of some of the soldier 
settlers from the effects of war 
service. 

About 70 per cent of the settlers 
remain on the land and compare 
favorably with civilian settlers in 
industry and perseverance.

how to use?

Another one of Gen. Andrew's grand flour- 
ishing appointees who Jeft a devastating trail 
on prohibition enforeement is Major Walton 
Green. Major Green was made Chief Inves- 
tigating Officer, though his past record had 
been one of opposition te prohibition. The

These illustrations show that the harm that 
has been done to the cause of effective pro- 
hibition enforcement is not properly attribut- 
able to the men in the lower rank.

But prohibition has 
been dealt its hardest blows by those at 
the head or near the head of the enforcement 
organization. 

I am not saying something now that I did 
oot dare to say before.

CONFRONTING ENGINEERING HEAD 


War Secretary Thinks They ‘Are 
Bigger Than the Panama 
Canal, 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 9.—The 
new Chief of Army Engineers, who 
is yet to be selected to succeed 
Lieutenant General Edgar Jadwin, 
retired, will be confronted with 
problems which Secretary of War 
Good regards as “much larger” 
than the construction of the Pan- 
ama Canal. 
In the program developed by the 
Engineering Corps during Gen. 
Jadwin’s administration, the Sec- 
retary sees a ‘tremendous under- 
taking” in the work to be done in 
improving harbors and channels 
and building and _ strengthening 
levees. 

An immense outlay will be neces- 
Sary to make the Mississippi and 
Missouri Rivers and the inland 
waterway canals navigable for deep 
draft vessels, he points out, and 
the proposed billion-dollar Nica- 
raguan Canal probably will be sur- 
veyed under the direction of the 
new chief. 

Contracts already awarded for 

river and harbor improvement 
alone total $35,000,000, the largest 
amount ever undertaken at one 
time. For flood control the works 
in the lower Mississippi Valley are 
receiving an annual appropriation 
of $30,000,000, with other expendi- 
tures for this purpose in other 
sections. 
Levees and revetments on the 
Misouri River are among the large 
items contracted for. About $1,- 
000,000 is expended annually for 
dredging on the Mississippi River 
north of Cairo, Ill., and probably 
double this sum 4&n rock blasting 
and dredging at Hell Gate, New 
York harbor.

A Variety or Appetizing Rec- 
ipes for Family Mid-Sum- 
mer Meals. 


For a baked peach pudding mix 
and sift two cups ‘tlour, one-half 
teaspoon of salt, one-fourth cup of 
sugar and four teaspoons of bak- 
ing powder, Rub in one-thi:d cup 
of shortening. Beat one egg and 
mix with a cup of milk. Add this 
to the dry mixture and beat until 
smooth. It should make rather a 
thick batter. Pour into a well- 
greased, shallow baking pan. 

Cut ripe peaches in half, peel 
and then cut in thick slices. Place 
the slices close together all over 
the top of the pudding and sprinkle 
with three tablespoons of sugar. 
Bake in a moderate oven for 85 
minutes, or until the cake is brown 
and the peaches tender. Serve 
warm with hard sauce.

Add 
to each four pounds of grapes, one 
bunch of fresh, well washed mint 
bruised in a bowl, and cook until 
the grapes are soft enough to 
drain. 

Turn this into a jelly bag and 
let it drip, and then measure the 
amount. Boil the juice and add 
for each pint, one scant pound of

hot sugar and boil for 12 minutes, 
or until a little of it jellies on a 
cold plate. Color mint green with 
vegetable coloring liquid and fill 
glasses. 

As the natural color is reddish 
pink, half of it may be left with- 
out coloring, and if part is kept 
warm, it can be put into glasses 
in layers alternately with the green 
jelly. One layer must be nearly 
set before adding the other. 

Preserved Green Grapes. 

Cut each grape in half, take out 
the seeds and when this is done 
weigh the fruit. To each pound 
allow a pound of granulated sugar. 
Put all into a preserving kettle

and bring slowly to a boil. Cook 
until thick, then pour boiling hot 
into jars and seal.

The appended directions will be 
found very satisfactory in making 
uncooked pickles and relishes for 
winter use. 
Tomato Relish. 
(Uncooked. ) 
Two quarts ripe tomatoes, two 
cups vinegar, three bell peppers, 
two medium onions, one-fourth 
cup cabbage shredded, one-half 
teaspoon each cayenne, cloves, 
mustard seeds, one teaspoon celery 
salt, eight tablespoons salt. 
Peel the ton.atoes by first im- 
mersing in boiling water. Chop 
all but tomatoes first. Then add 
them last and chop quite fine. Mix 
with vinegar, salt and spices and 
seal in hot sterilized jars. 
Pickled Corn. 
(Uncooked. ) 
Use a stone jar, holding as many 
gallons as you wish. Cut white 
tender corn from the cob. Put an 
inch layer of salt in the jar, then 
an inch of corn and so on until the 
jar is filled. Put a plate on top 
and weight down. It will need no 
more attention. Before using corn 
let stand in cold water overnight. 
Next morning. pour off water and 
add fresh water. Season to taste 
and cook 10 or 15 minutes. 
Beet Relish. 
(Uncooked. ) 

Here is a beet relish that may be 
kept all winter and yet entails no 
leaning over a hot stove to make. 
The ingredients for one gallon of 
the relish are: 

Take two quarts chopped, boiled 
beets, two quarts chopped raw 
cabbage, two cups sugar, one cup 
grated fresh horseradish, one ta- 
blespoon pepper and two level ta- 
blespoons salt. 

Cover with cold vinegar and 
store in a stone jar, or pack in 
fruit jars and seal cold. In serv- 
ing the relish the extra vinegar 
may be poured off. 

Pickled Peppers. 
(Uncooked.) 

You may select either the hot or 
mild mango peppers, according to 
taste. Cut off the tops and re- 
move the insides. Let stand in salt 
water for two hours or more. Then 
drain and stuff with finely 
chopped, salted cabbage to which 
has been added some white mus- 
tard seed. 

If you are using the mild pep- 
pers you may like to add a few 
bits of dried red pepper pods. 

Press the cabbage into the pep- 
pers firmly, replace the tops and 
pack the peppers in layers in 
stone jars. Place a few strips of 
horseradish root on top and cov- 
er with cold cider vinegar. 

Turn a plate over the peppers 
and weight down so that the pep- 
pers will remain immersed in the 
vinegar. In three or four weeks 
the peppers will be ready for use 
and they may be kept throughout 
the winter.

JELLIED EGS SALAD 


This Type of Dish Fits Into the 
Summertime Menu. 

Boil six eggs for 10 minutes, then 

cool and peel. Make an aspic jelly 

mixture from canned consomme or 

bouillon, or from bouillon cubes 


dissolved in hot water, using three 
to a pint of water. If the canned 
soup is used, dilute it with one-half 
cup of water to each can of soup. 
Add to three cups of the prepared 
liquid, one tablespoon of lemon 
juice, two whole cloves and a thin 
strip of lemon rind. Heat to the 
boiling point, strain and add two 
tablespoons of gelatine that have 
been soaked for 10 minutes in one- 
fourth cup of cold water. 

Pour a thin layer in the bottom 
of a bread pan and set aside to 
harden. Then place the eggs at 
even distances on the aspic jelly, 
pour the rest of the mixtur® over 
them and set aside to harden. It 
is usually best to make thig dish 
the day before it is.to be used, or 
in the morning for the night. 
When ready to serve, turn care- 
fully out on a platter, garnish with 
shredded lettuce, olives, cnrled cel- 
ery and mayonnaise. In serving 
cut so as to allow one egg for each 
portion.

Concerning Butter. 
Butter has a tendency to absorb 
foreign flavors, and therefore, in 
order to overcome this difficulty, 
extreme care is used in the hand- 
ling. Butter should not be placed 
near highly flavored foods. It 
should always be covered carefully 
and placed in a crock, or better 
still, if carton butter is used, re- 
turn it to the carton, wrap care-

PLANNING MENUS FOR 
Tht COMING WEEK 


Fussy Appetites Necessitadte 
Careful Selection And 
Serving of Foods. 


A spell of torrid weather dulls 
appetites, sharpens tempers and 
puts a strain on the nerves. Food 
continues to be a necessity, but un- 
less it is appetizingly seasoned, pos- 
sesses cooling cuzlities and is dain- 
tily served it will probably be nez- 
lected. And you will undoubtedly 
hear much about it. 

While it is perhaps a bit more 
difficult to plan attractive meais 
in midsummer, it is by no meaas 
an impossible task, and it can be 
much simplified if the following 
facts are kept in mind: 


First, plan for simplicity in the 
menu and in the serving; next see 
that special attention is given to 
seasoning and to making each por- 
tion of food as dainty and as at- 
tractive as possible: third, be sure 
that the table is daintily set and 
the appointments immaculate. 

Linen table runners or small 
Goilies make laundry work simpler 
and can be easily kept clean, there- 
fore they are quite popular for all 
summer meals, 

In planning meals and selecting 
the foods to be used, see to it 
that a good variety of fruits and 
vegetables are included—try to 
Plan for at least two different 
kinds of fruit and two vegetables 
each day. 

Salads offer endless possibilities 
and when properly made are sure 
to be tempting. And by properly 
made, I mean crisp lettuce, cold 
filling, cold plates and dainty ap- 
pearance. 

Cold dishes are in order for hot 
dayg, but very often a cup of clear 
hot soup garnished with a thin 
slice of lemon and a sprinkling of 
minced parsley will prove just. the 
needed spur to make the meal en- 
joyabie. 

Use this very successfully with a 
platter of cold assorted meats, crisp 
potato chips, a jellied vegetable 
relish, a plain, crisp green salad 
and a fruit dessert. 

On the other hand if the main 
course is hot—say chops or a 
planked steak or a delicious curry 
—you will find that a slice of 
honeydew or cassaba melon sprin- 


klied with lemon juice and finely /. 


chopped mint and served well 
chilled will work wonders in stim- 
ulating appetites. 

In the group of menus that have 
been planned for this week the vag- 
aries of hot weather appetites have 
been kept in mind andthe meals 
planned accordingly. Contrasts in 
flavor and texture are there, sim- 
plicity in combinations and balance 
in food values. The rest depends 
on you. 

Canned boned chicken mixed 
with diced celery, sliced olives and 
garnished with hard boiled egg is 
used for Sunday night. However, 
diced leftover veal may be substi- 
tuted for the chicken very nicely. 
The remains of the veal roast are 
ground up and used to stuff the 
peppers served on Tuesday night. 
Stuffed peppers, squash and toma- 
toes are all excellent mid-summer 
dishes and offer numberless flavor 
combjnations according to the fill- 
ing used.

While the apricot crop of near- 
by Missouri and Illinois is not fea- 
tured in the St. Louis market, there 
is always a generous amount of 
the fruit shipped.ina from the 
South and later from the North 
with the result that apricots are 
not unknown to residents of our 
city.

Certain pieces of property inthe 
lowlands near East Carondelet 
have 46 years of taxes and penal- 
ties standing against them. In 
some cases the property is de- 
scribed inaccurately and in other 
cases the owners are unknown. 
One piece of East St. Louis prop- 
erty alone has accumulated against 
it $56,978 in back taxes and penal- 
ties. 

In Centerville Township, which 
includes a large part of the Alum- 
inum Ore Co., and the group of 
plants at Monsanto, IIl.,; the total 
amount due is $28,476. In Stites 
Township, locale of the National 
Stockyards, the amount is $52,757. 
In Canteen Township, where there 
are several industrial plants, the 
amount owed in back taxes and 
penalties is $29,797. 

At the 1928 tax sale, about $70,- 
000 worth of general taxes were 
sold, and about $40,000 in local im- 
provement taxes. The delinquent 
personal taxes on the books of St. 
Clair County today amount to 
about $109,000. ° 

The mal property tax for 
St. Clair County is $4.84 for every 
$100 of valuation. Of this amount, 
62 cents goes to the countp. The 
remainder goes variously to the 
State of Illinois, the school dis- 
tricts, the cities and villages, the 
East Side Levee and Sanitary Dis- 
trict, and the East St. Louis Park 
District.

MAN SOUGHT IN DEATH 
UF DRY AGENT HELD 


Owner of Cruiser on Which 
Struggle Occurred Arrested 
at Detroit Station.

According to Heath’s story, 
Standiands boarded the craft and 
began a search without properly 
identifying himself. In a struggle 
both men fell overboard. Heath 
swam back to the craft and saw 
no more of the agent, he said. 

Mrs. Heath, whose story was 
similar to her husband's, was 
taken into custody as a witness 
after it was established Sandlands 
died from a broken neck and was 
not drowned. The woman's release 
on a writ of habeas corpus will be 
sought today.

gorically refused to discuss any- 
thing else until the Young plan is 
changed to meet the British de- 
mand for a larger share of the 
payments to be made by Germany 
in liquidation of her war obliga- 
tions. Snowden said: 
“Before Great Britain can take 
part in any further discussion be- 
fore this conference we must have 
assurance of the three points of 
supreme importance: First, the 
distribution of German annuities; 
second, division of conditional pay- 
ments, and third, deliveries in 
kind. 
“I do not accept the theory that 
the committee of experts who met 
at Paris is infallible. If that were 
so we would not be here at all 
“The Young committee had no 
right to interfere with the Spa per- 
centages for the distribution of re- 
parations. The British delegation 
must have a decision on these 
questions before it can proceed any 
further. 
“T have laid all my cards on the 
table. Don’t believe I am holding 
anything back. It is only fair to 
the commission that it be freely 
and frankly informed of these 
views. I have behind me the 
unanimous support of our govern- 
ment and the suport of the House 
of Commons irrespective of ‘party, 
as well as, I believe, the support 
of the whole people of Great 
Britain. 
“On this matter I speak quite 
frankly. We cannot compromise.” 
Snowden went on to say that the 
Young plan proposed a cut in the 
British share of reparations, ar- | 
ranged to make the British por- 
tion almost entirely conditional on 
German prosperity and prolonged 
German deliveries in kind to a de- 
gree .which British commerce could 
not accept. 

Conference at Deadlock. 
His speech was an uncompromis- 
ing reaffirmation of the same de- 
termined pronouncement he has 
made three times in as many days. 
His determined stand has brought 
the conference called to apply the 
Young plan to a deadlock, if not to 
the verge of breakdown. 
Henri Cheron, Finance Minister 
of France; Henri Jaspar, Premier of 
Belgium, and Alberto Pirelli of Italy 
replied to Snowden, making it clear 
that they were as determined to 
maintain the Young plan in its 
present form as Snowden was to 
have it revised. 
Cheron was particularly vigerous 
in asserting French opposition to 
revision of the Young plan. 
“There are physical and moral 
sacrifices,” he declared sharply, 
“that are greater than any financial 
sacrifices and for a question of 
money Mr. Snowden proposes to de- 
stroy this conference. Ag for us, 
we are determined upon adoption 
of the Young plan. We leave to 
somebody else responsibility for the 
failure to take this opportunity for 
finally settling the war problems.” 
To this Snowden retorted: “It is 
not a sacrifice to give us something 
one never has received. Even were 
it a sacrifice, it is one all the Pow- 
ers were called upon to make.” 
To prevent the conference from 
going on the rocks at once it was 
decided at the end of the afternoon 
to put off the next meeting until to- 
morrow morning, so that the fever- 
ish delegates might have a day in 
which to think over yesterday's de- 
velopments, 


Snowden Offers Resolution. 


Before the finance commission 
adjourned its session, however, 
Snowden introduced a resolution on 
which the delegates will be obliged 
to vote. In offering it, the British 
Chancellor of the Exchequer de- 
clared that its acceptance was in- 
dispensable to continuation of dis- 
cussion. The resolution read: 

“A subcommittee of financial ex- 
perts must be named to consider 
and submit propositions for regula- 
tion of questions raised and which 
are relative to the amount and 
method of payment of the Young 
plan annuities and—with the excep- 
tion of the German delegates—to 
»repare a revised plan for distribu- 
tion of the annuities to place them 
in harmony with allied accords.’” 

The wording of that resolution 
unmistakably materializes the spec- 
ter of revision of the Young plan 
which Snowden raised by his ag- 
gressive stand at the very opening 
of The Hague conference. 

Snowden stands alone in the posi- 
tien he has taken. He has not 
even the possible support of some 
of the smaller Powers which some 
still think he had Wednesday.

in law for civil service examina- 
tion to govern appointments will 
not cure the sore. While stand- 
ards have been improved, they 
ought to be raised and the tests 
made more practical, so as to bring 
to the prohibition service men of 
the same high caliber as the Pos- 
tal Inspectors, the Special Intelli- 
gence Service of the Treasury De- 
partment, the Bureau of Investiga- 
tion of the Department of Justica, 
and the Secret Service. 

Those services have been getting 
the right kind of men for years, 
and they have trained their men 
intensively and effectively. United 
States attorneys all testify to the 
quality of evidence they assemble. 
I refuse to believe that it is im- 
possible to find 4000 honest men 
in the United States with the ba- 
sic character and intelligence to 
gather proper and dignified evi- 
dence for prohibition enforcement 
and prosecution. I refuse to be- 
lieve that out of our 100,000,000 
population and perhaps 20,000,000 
who believe in prohibition, 4000 
ean’t be found who can’t be 
bought! I know a pride of serv- 
ice must be developed. It is sprout- 
ing in the small group of special 
agents under Alf Oftedal and in 
the districts of some of the able 
administrators, It ought to be fur- 
ther nurtured. 

The prohibition law can and will 
be properly and effectively en- 
forced. Courage, vigor, intelligence 
and experience must begin at the 
top and spread down. Until then, 
the country will continue to be in- 
fluenced against prohibition by the 
acts of incompetent agents. But 
thinking people ought to quit blam- 
ing the “end men.”
